And fo 
the Saint will ſay, (when he 1s got once to live 
with Chriſt in Spirit ;) I knew Chriſt (+45 I 
thought ) once in thoſe fleſhly difpenſations( or 
outward meanes, as ſomecall them ) but heace- 
torch I ſhall deſire ro know him no more ſobut 
in-$pirit, as I doe. The Saint being baptized 
with that one Baptiſme ( zor the putting avay 
the filth of the fleſh, but the anſwer of. a mod 
{Conſcience towards God ) by the refurrechon 
of Jeſus Chriſt, (Peter the firſt, the third, andthe 
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21.) knowes Chriſt to be in him , that heaven- 
ly Manna, the bread of life , and to be in him 4 
Vine yielding frat , and to be in him 4 Well of 
water ſpringing up unto eternal life ; Parl ſaith, 
that in the miniſtration of bread and wine, 
they did but hold forth the Lords death till he 
came ; And whes Chriſt, Which Was the ſubſtance, 
Was come, then the ſhadoW Was to be done away 
they were not to retaine the ſhadow with the 
ſubtance, and therefore ſayes the Apoltle Paul 
in Coloſſians the 2.* and the 16. Let #o man 
therefore judge you in meat , or in arinke , or in 
reſpect of an holy day, or of the neW Moone , or 
of the Sabbath dayes : which are a ſhadeW of 
things to come , but the boay ts of ( hriſt. 

When a man 1s new borne of the Spirit, he 
is then a new bottle, a veſſell of honour fit for 
his maſters uſe, Now faith Chriſt, ſer doe not 
put old wine into neW bottles , but neW wine into 
new bottles , and both are preſerved ; New ſpi- 
rituall wine is moſt fit for that Saint that is 
new ſpiritualiz'd. rFherefore, if he be dead With 
Chri/: from the rudiments of the world, why as 
though living in the world, ſhould he be ſubjeR 
to ordinances, as the Apoltle faith in Coloſſians 
the 2.* and the 20.” and in Galathians the 4.* 
be faith to them, But noW after ye have knoWn 
God, or rather are known of God ; hoy turne yee 
againe to the weak, and beggerly elements where- 
unto ye deſire againe to be in bondage. As if

he ſhould fay, in Bo C hapter, as long as ye 
were under that low diſpenſation of ordi- 
nances , ye were but ( as ſervants ) under Tu- 
tors ayd Governours ; but now. is the appoint- 
ed time of the Father come to make you free , 
and therefore he hath ſent forth his Spirit of 
Adoption into your hearts, whereby you crie 
Abba, Father ; and now that you are no more 
ſervants but ſonnes, why doe you not keep yon 
ſo ?

The Apoſtle in tac ſame Chapter confeſſeth, 
that his firſt coming unto them , and preaching 
of the Goſpel, was through infirmitte of the 
fleſh 3 ( being then under a low fleſhly diſpen- 
fatiors) and yer they deſpiſed him ngt, but re- 
- ceived him, as if he had been Chriſf himſelfe ; 
* butnow that he comes to preach unto them, in 
-\ "a miniſtration above Ordinances, a diſpenſati- 
* on of the Spirit , by which they ſhould bee 
made free ( poore man! ) he is become their 
enemie, as he there complaines. But why Pal 
art thou become their enemy now, that not 
long fince waſt fo great in their books ? be- 
cauſe I endeavour to draw them off from fleſh- 
ly ordinances, and the Elements of the world, 
 ( that by nature are no Gods) by —_— 
' unto them the myſteric of godlineſle ; Chri 
-. manifeſt inthe fleſh , not only Chriſt _ Fo 
' cad,

dead, but rather Chriſt which is riſen in us, the 
hope of glory ; but they are ſo faſt glewed to 
their formes, that they cannot endure ſound do- 
Arine , and therefore they look upon me as 
their enemie.

See now this blefled Apoſtle, after that 


Chriſt was formed in him , and that he was 
brought up to live in the third Heaven,in Spirit, 
how carneſt and deſirous is he to have all thoſe 
( that formerly he had ſociety with, and had 
preacht the Goſpell chrough infirmity unto) ro 
have the like ſpirituall injoyment in them , and 
to be brought up ro the ſame perfeRion and 
unity of the Spirit with himſelfe. Now that 
Paul was made a partaker of the divine na. 
ture, he could as well comprehend the Sea in 
the hollow of his hand, as conceale it ; the di.

that it made him ſing for joy of heart ;zas God 
faithin the laſt of 7/aih but one, when he was
